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BURNED IN MOTOR 
FIRE

VERDICT OF ACCIDENTAL 
DEATH 
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Dr. D. A. MacEarlean, Coroner, held an 
inquest at Steevens’ Hospital yesterday on 
Kevin O’Hare, aged 52 years, mv died from 
the effect of burns received in a fire at his 
garage at the rear of his home, 155 Emmet 
road, Inchicore, on Monday morning last. 

Esther Heffernan, who was employed as a 
maid by Mrs. O'Hare, said that she went out 
to the garage to call Mr. O'Hare to the 
telephone. He was sitting in the driver's 
seat, apparently trying to start: the engine, 
and he told her that he would go to the 
‘phone in about ten minutes., She went back 
to the house, and when she looked out 
through the window she saw smoke and 
flames coming from the garage. She rushed 
out and i Mr. O’Hare out of the motor 
car. His mother also came out to the garage. 

John Delaney, Kickham road, said that 
when he was informed by Esther Heffernan 
that the garage was on fire he ran out and 
saw Mr. O'Hare lying on his back. He 
pulled him out into the yard, and he asked 
what had happened. Mr. O'Hare replied that 
‘it was only an accident over a cigarette.” 

Dr. Murray, Tyrconnell road, stated that 
he treated Mrs. O’Hare for burns on her 
left hand and on her forehead. She suffered 
from shock. 

Dr. P. G. Patton, house surgeon, stated 
that Mr. O’Hare’s death was caused by shock 
and heart failure, due to extensive burns. 
Mr, O'Hare had asked him to tell his mother 
that it was only an accident. 

A verdict of death due to shock and heart 
failure, the result of severe burns, acciden- 
tally received, was returned by the jury. 
They added that the origin of the fire was 
unknown. 

The Coroner, the foreman of the jury, 
Station Sergeant Brosnan, and Alderman 
P. S. Doyle, T.D., expressed sympathy with 
the relatives, and paid tribute to the efforts 
of Mrs. O’Hare, Mr. John Delaney and Miss 


Heffernan to rescue Mr. O'Hare.
